The coming y ear should be one 
of increasingly good busin ss and 
resumed recovery in the opinion oi 
C. H Dawson of the Johns Man- 
vllle Sales Corp.. who has just re­ 
turned from a national sales con­ 
ference in New York sponsored by 
the Johns-M anville Corp. 
As a result of his observation at 
the conference, he believes th at the 
present lull in business activity is 
t< rnporary and th at the underly ing 
fundam entals call for further re­ 
covery during the next two or three 
y ears a t least. 
Pay Still Larger 
In support of his belief, Dawson 
cited the facts th a t pay envelopes 
of wage earners are larger th an at 
any tim e since 19 30; th at the cost 
of living is still below th a t of 19 29 ; 
and th a t the building cy cle, which 
is fundam ental to prosperity , has 
run scarcely one-third of the way 
tow ard supply ing the basic shortage 
th at exists. 
As for hi* own business, Dawson 
was dx^cidedly optim istic. 
His com ­ 
pany . he said, plans imm ediate ex­ 
pansion of sales forces and is look­ 
ing forw ard to even better business 
th an was experienced during this 
y ear which will be well ahead of 
last y ear. 
As a basis for this outlook. Daw­ 
son explained th a t in the past the 
home insulation industry has not 
reacted to business 
lulls 
as has 
other ty pes of endeavor. 
T his industry , he said, was built 
during 
the 
depression 
and 
grew 
and expanded when practically ev­ 
ery thing else was tobogganing to 
the depths. Taking Johns-M anville, 
one of the leaders in the field, as 
an ex ample, he pointed out th at
